The American Council for”’Juda- 
fsm, now holding a national con- 
ference at Hotel Statler, was 
urged today to “dissolve or find 
construttive work” in a statement 
by M. J. Slonim, president of the 
St. Louis Council of the American 
Jewish Congress. 

The Council for Judaism, which 
opposcs political Zionism, has in- 
sisted that creation of a Jewish 
state in Palestime will lead to a 
dual citizenship for all Jews, one 
allegiance to the nation of which 
they are citizens and another to 
the new state in Palestine. The 
Council asserts thot Jews have a 
commen religion but not a com- 
mon race or nationalism. The at- 
tack by Slonim came as the Coun- 
cil was ending a three-day meet- 
ing here which has attracted 
rabbis and laymen from 28 states. 

Slonim, who said the St. Louis 
Council of the American Jewish 
Congress represented 120 groups 
heré, declared the American Coun- 
cil for Judaism had rendered a 
“distinct disservice to the Jews 
of America as well as to the 
American people generally.” 

Position on Palestine... 

Asserting the Council for Juda- 
ism represented only a small frac- 
tion of American Israel, Slonim 
-gaid “the vast majority of Ameri- 
can Jews ar®& wholeheartedly in 
favor of a Jewish state in Pales- 
tine. The contention of the Coun- 
cil for Judaims that the Jewish 
state will alter the position of 
American Jews has no basis what- 
soever. The Jews of America will 
be on a level with French, Nor- 
wegians or Irish who are Ameri- 
can citizens.”

Puts Benefits at $394,- 
000 a Month. 


A total of 19,753 persons in St. 
Louis and St. Louis county were

Experiment to Test Prac- 
ticability of Single Per- 
manent Site for Tribu- 
nal.

All five terms of the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals for 
the seven-state Eighth Judicial 
Circuit will be held in St. Louis 
for the year beginning July 1 in 
an experiment to test the prac- 
ticability and benefits of a single 
permanent site, it was voted today. 

The decision was made at the 
annual judicial conference of the 
Eighth Circuit being held here to- 
day and tomorrow with seven Cir- 
cuit and 15 District judges in at- 
tendance. Circuit Judge John B. 
Sanborn, a member of the com- 
mittee on the reduction of ex- 
penses of maintenance of the Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals of the 
Eighth Circuit, introduced a reso- 
lution urging the experiment. It 
was adopted unanimously. 

The resolution stggested that 
economy and convenience might 
result from .the experiment and 
that if such were the case, the 
space now set nye for the court’s 
sessions in Kansas City, St. Paul, 
and Omaha, might be surrendered 
to other agencies of the govern- 
ment, 


The Eighth Circuit includes the 
states of Missouri, Arkansas, 
North and South Dakota, Nebras- 
ka, Iowa and Minnesota, In the 
past, two terms have been held an- 
nually in St. Paul, and one each 
in Kansas City, Omaha and &t. 
Louis, but for the last several 
years the Omaha terms have been 
held either in St. Louis or Kansas 
City. 

The report of the committee 
pointed out that since the terms 
of court are generally for hearing 
arguments of cases on appeal, the 
terms do not require the presence 
of litigants, witnesses or jurors 
and that cases are now set for 
hearing without regard to their 
geographical origin. 


“If this court were.to hear all 
of the cases on final submission 
at one place, the expense of main- 
tenance could be greatly reduced” 
the report stated. “Each judge, in 
that event, would need only two 
sets of chambers, one at the place 
of his domicile and one at the 
place where court was held. Obvi- 
ously, the most efficient, econom- 
ical and satisfactory appellate 
court is one which sits in one 
place and does all of its work 
there.” 

The report points out that about 
10,000 square feet of floor space 
in St. Paul and 12,000 in Kansas 
City could be turned over to other 
federal agencies. “It is difficult 
to justify the retention of so much 
valuable unused space at a time 
when there is so much need for 
it,” the report said after pointing 
out the space is at present used 
only four weeks in St. Paul and a 
half-month in Kansas City each 
year, 

The committee added that spe- 
cial terms for the hearing of mo- 
tions could be held at any place in 
the circuit and that if the motions 
required the use of a courtroom 
rather than the customary judges’ 
chambers, this could be arranged.

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Jury ‘Exonerates’ Public Schools 
Of Mock-Trial Inadequacy Charge 


Defense Witnesses Stress Full Development 
of Individual, Basic Skills, Job Infor- 
mation, Classroom Democracy, 


The modern American public 
school system was “exonerated” 
of an accusation that it had ex- 
hibited an inadequacy in prepar- 
ing its youth for life by a jury at 
a mock trial last night at Delmar 
Baptist Church, 6195 Washington 
boulevard. 

The defense, conducted by Wil- 
liam Kottmeyer, a director of edu- 
cation for the St. Louis public 
schools, proved to the satisfac- 
tion of the jury, six men and six 
women of the church’s congrega- 
tion, that the indictment, in four 
counts, had no validity. 

The indictment, prosecuted by 
the Rev. Dr. B. Frank Hall, pas- 
tor of- Central Presbyterian 
Church, charged the school with 
failure to develop a democratic 
training, to inculcate the know- 
ledge by which pupils could adapt 
themselves to the complexities of 
modern living, to ‘invite other so- 
cial agencies to assist in prepar- 
ing pupils for life, and to have as 
its basis an adequate philosophy 
of education, 

Skilled Morons Called Danger. 
In his presentation, the Rev. Dr. 
Hall charged that modern educa- 
tion philosophy was “concerned 
with adapting children to be su- 
per animals who have been incul- 
cated with work skills but no 
vision of the City of God and no 
ideals of a better world.” 
Today’s danger, he said, lies in 
the possibility of Americans be- 
cOming a race of “highly skilled 
morons.” 

The Rev. Dr. Hall then called 
his witnesses. They were Miss 
June Diecke, a student at Wash- 
ington University; Mrs. Thomas 
L. Croft, a former teacher, and 
Mrs. R. P.. McDonald, mother of 
four children and a Sunday 
School teacher at Central Presby- 
terian Church, 

Miss Diecke testified to the in- 
dictment’: first count, that the 
schools had failed to develop a 
democratic training. 

Mrs. Croft asked: “What ‘are 
the schools ,doing when 20 per 
cent of the personnel of the armed 
forces serving overseas ‘cracked 
up?’” She predicted that by 1960 
one out of every two marriages 
would end in divorce and that the 
trend of juvenile delinquency was 
on the upgrade. 

Mrs. MeDonald’s complaint was 
that extra-curricular school. work 
took up so much time that she 
saw her children infrequently and 
then usually only at meals and 


when it was time for them to be 
in bed. 
Kottmeyer’s Defense. 

Kottmeyer’s defense was based 
on a statement of the function of 
the school which he described as 
providing pupils with certain basic 
facts, but allowing a freedom or 
judgment to rest with each indi- 
vidual in order that the American 
heritage of freedom might be per- 
petuated. 

He said the schools operate in 
an area in which the individual 
has the right to the full develop- 
ment of his potential, in which 
instruction in getting along with 
others must be provided and in 
which every individual has a right 
to expect he may learn to earn 
a living in hia own community. 

Defense witnesses included Miss 
Dorothy Blackwell, assistant di- 
rector in the division of audio- 
visual education in St. Louis pub- 
lic schools; James Armstrong 
Scott, a Negro director of educa- 
tion in the public schools, and E. 
W. Alexander, principal of Cen- 
tral High School. R 

Miss Blackwell said today’s 
teachers, many with more than 
five years of college training, 
were better prepared to promote 
the self-realization of the indivfd- 
ual. The schools now are teaching 
not only the basic skills of how 
to read and write, but also what 
should be read and written to pro- 
mote full development of the indi- 


vidual, she said. 
Democracy in the Schools. 

Scott said democracy was being 
taught in the schools in at least 
five ways. They include organiza- 
tion of the classroom as a minia- 
ture democracy; instruction in 
government and how it operates; 
emphasis in teachers’ colleges for 
democratic action by the teachers; 
selection of textbooks with mate- 
rial that promotes democracy, and 
emphasis on a program of inter- 
group education. 

Alexander said occupational! in- 
formation was provided so stu- 
dents could make a proper occupa- 
tional choice. “A true education,” 
he said, “is vocational as well as 
intellectual because youth needs, 
in most cases, to develop salable 
skills.” 

Following the summation of tes- 
timony by opposing counsel, the 
jury retired and discussed the evi- 
dence for 14 minutes, after which 
it returned with a “not guilty”

If he stops to read their like, 
it is probably on his way to a 
black market, clutching that 
atuffed brief-case which every- 
body seems to carry, Once the 
brief-case, like the tightly rolled 
umbrella in London, was carried 
in the Reich to give its owner 
the air of a gentleman. Today it 
serves to carry some of the family 
silver, a bit of china, a camera 
or anything else that was saved 
from the war’s destruction to be 
exchanged for a pair of shoes, 
some potatoes or a can or two of 
shortening. 

Resentful of Black Market. 


Most of those who are forced 
into the black market resent it. 
Some do so because it brings to 
them a personal sense of moral 
guilt, a feeling that they should 
not have yielded to the compul- 
sion to step beyond the law. 
Others the majority just 
feel that they are being robbed. 

Either way, the black market 
is a serious obstacle to the de- 
mocratization of Germany. More 
than almost anything else it 
elicits such remarks as “Well, 
if this is democracy, you can 
keep it!” or “Under Hitler, there 
was at least enough to eat!” 

In the breakdown immediately 
after the fighting’s end, it proba- 
bly was inevitable that barter 
should have developed. It was 
just about the only way Germans 
could supply their wants. Money 
troubles and the spread of cig- 
arette currency pushed the black 
market along. 

By now, it Is largely in the 
hands of organized gangs. It 
has added a new word to German 
slang: “Gross-Schieber” which can 
be best translated as “big shot 
racketeer.” With a smattering of 
German, an American gangster of 
the Prohibition Era could quickly 
qualify for the title. ae 

The “big shots” run the show, 
but they are seldom seen, at least 
not while engaged in their racket. 
They have specialized underlings 
to do most of the dirty work. 
Some of these rob railway cars. 
Others go into the countryside to 
buy food from farmers. Still others 
act as “fences,” especially for the 
youthful burglars who are multi- 
plying in most German cities. 

Get-Rich-Quick Officials.

As for the German police, they 
also are few in number and he 
can usually take care of them. 
They are as hungry as the rest of 
the population. A Berlin “Schupo” 
—cop— has only one sleezy uni- 
form and is paid a mere 150 marks 
a month. The Berlin police chief, 
Gen. Paul Markgraf, formerly a 
prisoner and now a stooge of the 
Russians, gets only 700 marks a 
month. And a pair of second- 
hand shoes costs from 800 to 1200 
marks. So it is even easier to 
buy of? a Schupo, worried about 
the health of his family, when he 
begins to ask questions about a 
suspicious truck than it was to 
handle the most conscienceless 
American policeman in the days of 
the “noble experiment.” The risks 
the Gross-Schieber runs are not 
very great. 

This worthy has other hirelings 
who handle distribution for him— 
the retail end of his business, so 
to speak.

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A Whiteside Tale on Thad Snow 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

It is always refreshing to find a piece 
fn the paper by old Thad Snow, Swamp- 
east Missouri's own herpetologist.

- gouthern as a mint julep, beckoned to 
the boys to approach the mahogany, and 
all responded with the spontaneity of a 
riot. A moment later, they were leaning 
on the rail gazing at the ceiling, with a 

_. bottle partially submerged in each face 
and Adam’s apples shuttling up and 
down like pistons, 

It was during this period of ecstatic 
bliss that Mr. Snow regaled my associ- 
ates with pungent comments on what 
was happening to the country and drew 
a bird's-eye picture of things to come. 
The boys soon recognized the stranger 
as a champion of free speech, shed their 
éloak of timidity and really cut loose. 
The New Deal was taken apart and the 
crystal balls removed and carefully 
scrutinized. 

Before the boys could fully purge 
themselves of all they wished to say, Mr. 
Snow moved toward the door, explaining 
that he would have to be on his way. 
The crowd waved bon jour as he 
climbed into his car and departed. As 
the big automobile disappeared down 
the winding road, one of the boys who 
had partaken of the refreshments but 
had shunned the conversation as he 
would the plague, remarked: “Well, 
fellers, that man’s a member of the FBI 
and a slick one, too. He came here to 
trick us. I'll bet my hat he’s going to 
haul Whiteside away to the clink for 
blowing off too much. “3 \ 

The impact on the crowd was atomic, 
and galloping jitters set in. One of the 
boys suggested that they confess every- 
thing and throw themselves on the 
mercy of the court. Another thought 
they should engage a tricky lawyer and 
outsmart the judge. A more sagacious 
member proposed that they first learn 
whether I was still at large. The sug- 
gestion was accepted and the crowd 
piled into a truck and was soon on the 
way to my home. Mr. Snow had left 
but a few minutes when the boys ar- 
rived and began blowing the horn, 

As soon as IT appeared, I was greeted 
with a chorus of voices, demanding to 
know “what that big detective wanted.” 
I soon learned the cause of the alarm. 
_In order to allay their fears, and in lieu 
of anything more convincing, I told 
them my guest was not a member of the 
FBI as they had suspected, but was only 
Thad Snow, president of the Swampeast 
Missouri Fertilizer Co. The boys scramb- 
led into the truck again and headed 
back to the tavern, where they remained 
until the operator put them and the cat 
out for the night. 

Since then, my‘conscience has often 
pricked me for identifying Mr, Snow 
with the fertilizer industry; but after 
reading his piece about dementia being 
on the rampage, I was so pleased with 
my designation that I arose and took 
a bow.

A Medical Racket 


The medical profession is under fire. From 
the Veterans’ Administration has come a com- 
plaint against doctors’ “chiselling” on veterans’ 
care, and the .VA medical director, Dr. Paul 
Magnuson, goes so far as to call the chisellers 
“skunks.” The American Medical Association 
had already called for a “long-delayed” house- 
cleaning of. physicians who accept rebates, kick- 
backs and commissions. Says the A.M.A.: “Wher- 
ever barter and trade have insinuated their in- 


- sidious and evil aspects into the practice of med- 


icine, the quality of the service has depreciated.” 

In Los Angeles, the Better Susiness Bureau 
has launched a campaign against kickbacks to 
physicians, and is receiving the aid of state and 
federal agencies. In St. Louis it is a job cut out 
for our own Better Business Bureau. The kick- 
back biases the judgment of the physician by 
giving him a vested financial interest in.refer- 
ring his patient to specialists, optical goods stores, 
drug stores, laboratories and surgeons. It is a 


' price-gouging device which makes medical serv- 


ice even costlier. Thus it deprives many people 
of adequate treatment and soaks the comparative 
few who can pay the heavy tariff. 

Here is the way the pharmacy kickback some- 
times works: The doctor sends his patgnts to a 
specified pharmacy. The pharmacy, in return, 
pays the physician a fee, which is included in the 
price the patient pays for the prescription. 


Sometimes the physician writes a prescription | 


instead of advising the patient to buy a common 
drug by its trade name. The pharmacist trans- 
fers the common drug from the trade bottle to 
a prescription bottle, gives it a number instcad 
of a name, and hikes the price—with the physi- 
cian cut in. 

The kickback from optical goods stores was 
described in a reprint from the Reader’s Digest 
on this page a few days ago. Two of the largest 
monopolistic optical-goods companles—American 
Optical and Bausch & Lomb—kick back approxi- 
mately 50 per cent of the price of glasses to the 
prescribing physician. 

One physician received as much as $21,000 a 
year in this way and the Antitrust Division of 
the Department of Justice estimates the Ameri- 
can public is gouged, of $35,000,000 a year in 
such invisible fees to physicians whom they had 
already paid. 

The kickback to physicians, and the monopoly 
system which it helps to sustain, are the reasons 
why the public pays exorbitant prices for eye- 
glasses. Henry Cheatham, vice president of tne 
Pennsylvania Optical Co., estimated in a letter to 
the editor of the Post-Dispatch that eyeglasses 
sold for $15 to $40 should cost the patient not 
more than $5 to $10. 

The St. Louis-Better Business Bureau ought 
to find out lag whether general medical prac- 
titioners and specialists here have engaged in 
the kickback racket. The way this gouge works 
is that the specialist pays a fee to the general 
practitioner who referred the patient to him, and 
adds it to the patient's bill. 

Medical kickbacks are profiteering in human 
misery. In the most literal meaning of the term, 
they are blood money. Two-thirds of the Amer- 
ican people cannot afford medical treatment at 
the prevailing high prices, according to the Bu- 
reau of Medical Economics of the American 
Medical Association. x 

The medical kickback makes these prices high- 
er. It increases the number of people who can- 
not afford certain medical attention at all or who 
cannot afford as much as they should have. 

The best that can be said for it is that it is 
a nasty business. The Better Business Bureau 
could hardly find a more worthy field of service 
to St. Louis than in discovering the facts about 
it and bringing it into the light of day. 
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To the Meramec Patrol 

Looking back over 20 years, the Meramec river 
patrol finds that it has saved 385 lives. That is 
an average of almost 20 lives a vear. In fact, 
it is an average of one life saved every weekend 
and holiday such as Decoration day, Fourth of 
July and Labor day, through the summer swim- 
ming season from the time the patrol began its 
activity. As this record eloquently testifies, the 
expert swimmers and safety first experts, who 
train the year round for the Meramec patrol, do

Critics have argued that European recovery 


ee 


is a poor hope unless trade revives between the 


Soviet bloc and Western Europe. The regions 


are complementary; each needs materials from. 


the other and to sell much of its surplus prod- 
ucts to the other. Some students, notably Will 
Clayton, former Under Secretary of State, con- 
tended that this mutual economic interest would 
bring about a trade revival in spite of the po- 
litical strife between the two regions. 

Happily, that prophecy is already coming about. 
Commerce through the “iron curtain” already 
amounts to $1,400,000,000 a year, or nearly a 
third of the prewar volume. Considering the war- 
devastated condition of European industry, this 
is progress indeed. 

The ‘Marshall plan is needed to rebuild pro- 
ductive capacity to the point where this trade 
can attain full volume. However, the revival to 
date is splendid evidence that this ‘calculated 
risk” which Congress is asked to take is actual- 
ly a very promising risk. — 
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Remember back in the good old days when 
only one third a the nation was ill-housed? 
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St. Louis Police Progress 

In recent months, the community has seen en- 
couraging gains in St. Louis police policies and 
administration under the presideticy of H. Sam 
Priest. The Police Department's sponsorship of 
the first American Medicolegal Congress is a 
case in point. Medicine and its related sciences 
can contribute much to scientific crime detec- 
tion and prevention, but the people with know- 
how are scattered thin over the country. Bring- 
ing them together in this way helps extend the 
skill of each expert to the use of all police es- 
tablishments. 

A similar scheme of education Is followed in 
the department’s in-service training. A few of- 
ficers study under the FBI and then become in- 
structors for their fellows. No longer, therefore, 
can the criticism be made that men with 10 and 
20 years’ experience in the department have 
learned no new principles since’ their rookie 
days. 

. To the department's embarrassment, some dis- 
trict police commanders have been suppressing 
reports of minor offenses so as to make a bright- 
er crime-prevention showing. . But the heads of 
the department were alert enough to smell a 
rat, enterprising enough to obtain an FBI in- 
quiry and wise enough to come out publicly with 
the facts, | 

Only recently, students justly eriticized the 


department for having a cumbersome, costly and 
inefficient system of police intelligence. When 
the new punch-card record system is in full op- 
eration, it will have one of the best systems. 

The department shows a new alertness in 
sensing public need and in trying out ways to 
fill needs. To name one example, there is the 
current experiment with a cruising patrol-am- 
bulance. Here, if the test pans out as well as 
it promises, will be an end of accident victims 
waiting long periods for transportation to the 
hospital.

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Toward Peace in India

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The Baldwin-Ives Leadership

purpose of barring “unbridled bidding for lim- 
ited living quarters.”

1949. 

This move on the Republican side should be 
welcomed by the Truman Administration, which 
favors legislation to extend controls until March 
30, 1950. A difference of a few months is not 
vital and in any event it should be possible for 
Senators such as Baldwin and Ives and the Ad- 
ministration leaders to get together.

Mr. Truman is not 
alarmed at increasing the role and author- 
ity of the Government in public welfare 
functions, while the Republicans wish to 
avoid expanding federal bureaucracy by in- 
creasing state bureaucracy, 


Taft Opposes -TVA 


An examination of his speeches shows 
that Senator Taft, for example, does not 
stand out against the stated social welfare 
objectives of the New Deal, except that of 
applying the TVA technique to the federal 
development of other river valley projects, 
He resists and rejects its methods. He, as 
do most Republicans, wants the administra- 
tion largely. by states; the New Dealers, 
like Mr. Truman, want administration 
largely by Washington. 


Thus, as contrasted with the New Deal 
concept of the “social security state,” the 
Republican spokesmen, like Senator Taft, 
bespeak the concept of the “social se- 
curity states”-—-the 48 states aided finan- 
cially by the Government to achieve social 
and educational objectives which their own 
resources do not permit their people to 
enjoy. 

The tenor of his messages suggests that 
Mr. Truman may not press his long-range 
New Deal objectives upon the present ses- 
sion of Congress, He stated them in gen- 
eral terms, offered no specific recommend- 
ations. He has made his record and can 
stand on it. 

The need right now Is to concentrate on 
what imperatively needs to be done in the 
interests of the internal and international 
security of the country and not to stir up 
controversies which can't even safely be 
entered upon—let alone settled—-until first 
things have been put first. 


The first things are: Passage of the Eu- 
ropean Recovery Program on time; mean- 
ingful measures to control still mounting 
inflation; the beginning of universal mili- 
tary training. 


Lawyers for the Housing Law 


From the American Bar Association Journal 


Cdéngress will fulfill the emphatic views 
of a vast number of men and women of 
all parties if it gives the earliest practicable 
attention to the Taft-Ellender-Wagner -bill 
or other legislation whereby the Federal 
Government will do its part toward re- 
lieving the acute and alarming shortage 
of homes for our people. 

We say this in behalf of all those whose 
health, comfort and standards of. living 
are destroyed by the long continued lack 
of decent housing. We have particularly 
in mind, however, the younger men and 
women of our profession, the lawyer-vet- 
erans and their families, who are being 
denied the chance to live decently and 
within their means, in the communities 
of their choice. 

Some objectors say: Many of the states 
have done a competent job, as far as they 
could, on housing~—why should the Federal 
Government step in and use its funds? 

Not merely because the emergéncy is 
nation-wide and the need is great, affecting 
our own people, Most of all, because the 
Government, through its political policies 
as to wage increases, price increases, the 
maintenance of taxes at oppressive war- 
time levels, the luring of labor forces 
away from basic industries producing ma- 
terials for housing, the inexplicable failure 
for several years to foresee and provide 
for the critical conditions which were 


bound to arise when returned veterans 
sought homes for themselves and their 
families—has been and is largely respon- 
sible for the crisis, 

Responsible lawyers who weigh their 
facts ‘and their words have lately charged 
that a cause of the shortage and the high 


‘costs of homes has been the Government's 


tolerance of monopolistic practices resorted 
to by labor organizations and building 
contractors. 

What was done or omitted wkhin the 
constitutional or war emergen¢y ‘powers 
of government has brought American home 
life to dangerous congestion and dire need. 
Cannot the same powers be invoked to 
relieve the shortage and the perils? 

It may even be salutary to use some of 
the proceeds of taxes for so direct and 
manifest a benefit to our own people. 
While we urge no particular measure or 
substance of legislation, we suggest that 
it would be difficult to convince the suf- 
fering young lawyers of America that 
Senator Taft's measure is “socialistic” or 
even “paternalistic.” More and better homes 
at lower cost are imperative.

Pilots are complicated 
motives requiring study and presided over 
by brooding psychiatrists. Strangle artists 
are moving into higher income brackets. 
And that happy Never-never land, the news- 
room of fiction, is beginning to show signs 
of reform. Here is an armful of mystery 
stories that still come under the head of 
indoor sport: 


COUNTERFEIT WIFE, by Brett Halliday. 
(Ziff-Davis, New York.) 


The title is a bit thin: although the plot 
Is not. Michael Shayne, fictional detective 
‘in a dozen mysteries by the same author, 
runs into blonde trouble. Some is provided 
by a secretary; more turns up in the shape 
of a lush giantess who likes her gin laced 
with laudanum and is on the trail of her 
quasi-husband, Shayne traded him a plane 
ticket for a pair of phony C-notes. Trouble 
reaches a high when the body of a bionde 
is discovered in the lug#Age compartment 
of a wrecked car. To help while away the 
few hours ip which no murders are com- 
mitted therecare kidnapers, counterfeiters, 
politicians and gangsters. Shayne ties up 
= loose ends. and the killer leape to his 

eath, 


THE WHIP, by Sara Elizabeth Mason 
(William Morrow and Co., New York.) 


Here is a change in construction of plot 
with the confession of murder in the open- 
ing pages and a working back to the mo- 
tive with rather surprising results. Any- 
thing can happen when a deft psychiatrist 
who has his doubts about the guilt of the 
self-styled murderess begins to manipulate 
the plot. Much psychological background 
is uncovered, the story is well told and is 
a cut above the usual mystery. 


MURDER AT THE MARDI GRAS, hy 
Elizabeth M. Stone. (Sheridan Housa 
New York.) 3 


Half the fun of reading mysteries lies tn 
the repeat characters, This one involves 
Maggie Slone, fast-talking reporter on a 
fictional New Orleans newspaper, For two 
novels Maggie has been telling her city 
editor where to get off and for two novels 
he has been taking it: A murder in the 
courtyard of a French. Quarter restaurant 
interrupts this monotonous give and take. 
Maggie solves the mystery if not with dis-« 
patch at least with 230 pages of mildly 
humorous incident. The murder motif is 
revenge and takes place in the drab lenten 
season following the Mardi Gras. 


LETHAL LADY, by Rufus King. (Double- 
day and Co., New York.) 


The Enoch Arden theme for purposes of 
blackmail is a new turn in mystery plots, 
This one is planned by @ beautiful blonde 
wife. It involves murder of a “double,” a 
trusting, bookish Husband, and a fortuna. 
The denouement has all the slow horror 
of a Greek tragedy and makes good read 
ing. 


UNTIDY MURDER, by Frances and Rich- 
ard Lockridge. (J. B. Lippincott & Co, 
Philadelphia.) 


Mr. and Mrs. North are those amusing 
amateur sleuths who have at least a dozen 
murder solutions to their credit. Their 
varns are usually clever and well-paced, 
This one, however, is pedestrian.

N their searching and highly significant report, the President's Air 
Policy Committee did not pass judgment on how the total defense 
budget is divided between Army, Navy and Air Forces. But any-

one who reads that report carefully can tell that the commission 
felt a lot of money now being spent on defense is being wasted be- 
cause it is going for “yesterday's war.” ’ 


Neither the Army nor the Navy 
has faced up to present-day reali- 
ties. Millions and millions of dol- 
lars are being spent in ways that 
can “never serve 
the security of 
the United.

The facts are 
known, in part Pi 
at least, to men -_ 
in high position, games Forrestal 
some of them in 
uniform. Waste in yesterday's war 
--or even day-before-yesterday's 
war—is particularly obvious in the 
Navy. For example, shore instal- 
lations which ‘are being main- 
tained on the Pacific Coast can 
have no possible relation to any 
future war. 

In the old days, when America 
was relatively isolated by the two 
oceans, this kind of waste did not 
matter too much. The military 
establishment was hardly more 
than a kind of museum piece. At 
the outbreak of a war we would 
brush it aside and build a new: 
modern war machine. Behind the 
barrier of the oceans, there was 
always time. 


No Second Chance. 


But as the Air Policy Commis- 
gion’s report—called “Survival in 
the Air Age”—makes dramatically 
clear, we shall never again have 
that m time. In the age of jet 
bombers * and guided missiles, 
there is no second chance, An 
atomic Pearl Harbor would mean

Vested interests have grown up 
around the Navy that are like 
barnacles which fasten on a ship 
too long in port. It-is’an institu- 
tion hoary with tradition and 
hedged aroufid by guardians of 
that tradition. 


Forrestal’s job is now to keep 
the Navy as a force in being and 
as a security weapon safeguard- 
ing American interests all over 
the world, while at the same time 
creating a second force in being 
in the air to guard the air ap- 
proaches to the nation. To carry 
out the second half of this assign- 
ment means inevitably that the 
Navy must be pruned: (1) Be- 
cause many of its functions are 
now thosé of yesterday’s war; and 
(2) because the necessary money

name. 

The President, moreover, will be 
in the difficult position of having 
not only a Republican majority in 
Congress against him; many of 
his nominal supporters in the 
ranks of the Democrats will be 
perturbed by his demands. It is 
clear enough already that the main 
Republican strategy will be, on 
the domestic side, to make the 
session's 4vork as barren as pos- 
sible and, on the international, 
to delay the decisions it makes on 
the Marshall plan and so to alter 
it that the character it ultimately 
displays is one for which Congress 
can claim as much credit as the 
President and Secretary of State. 

They have, it must be said, am- 
ply fulfilled the implied promise 
of Marshall's Harvard speech; 
and up to the moment they have 
made their offer without the at- 
tachment of any political condi- 
tions. This raises an issue of im- 
mense importance. If the United 
States Government can be per- 
suaded to jettison the unhappy 
principle that is called the “Tru- 
man Doctrine” there is just a 
chance that they may be able to 
alter the whole psychological cli- 
mate of Europe. 


Way to Peace. 


The real way to peace in Eu- 
rope lies in dropping the Truman 
Doctrine and making the Marshall 
plan the basis of United States 
foreign policy there. It ought to 
have no exclusions on the* United 


by transferring to the Security 
Council the responsibilities which 
are at present, improperly and un- 
fortunately, placed in the hands 
of the Foreign Secretaries of the 
Great Powers in a context which 
gives an utterly disproportionate 
significance to every difference of 
outlook between them. 

If it were clear that the West- 


‘ern Powers had grasped the fact 
that “containment” is only.a new 
name for an old and evil: concept 
of the “cordon sanitaire” we might 
really begin to discuss realities in- 


stead of exchanging discourtesies. 
And'the more we discuss realities 
the more obvious it will become 
that the men in the Kremlin are 
just as anxious for peace as we 
are.

No school or strongly marked 
trend emerges from a study of 
the display. Expressionism, which 
dominated the state show, is pres- 
ent but not predominant. Guild 
membership was no guarantee ‘of 
inclusion, th Guild artists 
showing are humerous. And such 
disparate organizations as the pro- 
gressive Group 15 and the tradi- 
tional American Art Alliance and 
the Independent ‘Society also are 
represented. 


accident. When prizes were an- 
nounced, Carl F. Gaertner, Cleve- 
land (O.) painter, a juror, stressed 
that special pains had béen taken 
to accept the best in each general 
movement, without exercising pre- 
conceived judgment on what or 
how contemporary artists ought 
to paint and sculpture.

Diversity of the show as a 
whole is reflected in the prize- 
winning entries. Most modern, 
perhaps, is Fred Conway's bril- 
liant, semi-abstract oil-and-wax 
“Magic,” awarded the $500 first 
prize in painting.

THE GIST of Carroll's’ argument, if I under- 
stand it correctly, is that a comedian’s primary 
responsibility is to be funny rather than to be 
lovable and that they_are wasting an awful lot 
of time making us loVe them instead of making 
us laugh at them. He goes on to urge that the 
present half-hour, once a week comedy show be 
replaced by a 15-minute show fives times a week. 
The old vaudevillian, he pointed out, could push 
his act. across in lots less time than a half hour 
and there's no reason why a radio comic can’t 
do the same thing. 

“The half-hour comedy show .. . has one or 
two too many stooges, one or two too many girl 
singers or quartets, one or two too many old 
jokes, one or two too many situations. And 
they’re also padded with one or two too many 
listeners who know one or two too many times 
what's coming next. This is the penalty the 
comics pay for being so lovable. Because those 
we love most we understand best and can most 
frequently anticipate.”

ARENTS who do not allow

| of the most serious problems of

Everybody knows that there was

His Job to Solve Veterans’ Problems 


Missouri-Born Edward E. Odom Heads bi Oseeeren of Veterans’ Administration

WASHINGTON, Jan. 19. 


URING the days when the 
[) sighting was the fiercest in 

the Pacific, a G.I, stood be- 
fore an army chaplain and took 
the marriage vows to a girl he 
loved back home. Here in the 
United States that girl stood be- 
fore a clergyman and promised 
to love, honor and obey that bov 
she loved out in the Pacific. Then 
as his wife, she rented a house, 
opened charge accounts, and when 
a son was 
boy after the man* who was his 
father. .But that father never 
came home. Killed in battle, he 
lies today buried on Bataan. 

Because the question arose after 
the soldier's death as to whether 
the girl was the legal widow of 
this boy and as such entitled to a 
pension, the story came to the 
attention of Edward E. Odom, so- 
licitor for the Veterans’ Adminis- 
tration. 
souri-born Odom, who is charged 
with solving the perplexing and 
unending problems of some 18,000,- 
000 veterans now living who have 
seen service under the American 
flag, consulted his law books and 
his heart and handed down a rul- 
ing. The girl got the pension. 

“We don’t stick on technicalities 
in this office,” Odom told this rey 
porter, “That boy out in the 
Pacific did his best to marry this 
girl before he sailed. They had 
the wedding all arranged, but at 
the last minute his pass wag can- 
celed and instead of a wedding all 
she had to console her before he 
left the United States was a letter 
he wrote heri-from Hoboken. In 
that letter he outlined his plan for 
taking their marriage vows sepa- 
rately and when the Army refused 
to send her an allotment, he regu- 
larly sent her money in we 
addressed to her as his wife. 
made inquiries in their home conta 
and found that the girl was faith- 
Tul. To me it was a good contract 
marriage. I decided that this girl 
was entitled to this boy’s G.I. in- 
surance and a pension. I hope 
today she has found some happi- 
ness after all her sorrow.” 

To help Odom decide such 
knotty problems, he has a crew of 
40 lawyers in his Washington of- 
fice and some 500 legal aids sta- 
tioned throughout the country in 
regional offices. But to Odom 
himself finally come the really 
tough problems. In one day he 
may be deciding which of an In- 
dian’s four wives. is the legal 
spouse or handing down a ruling 
to whether or not the vice 
president of a bank can draw a 
job-training’ allowance on -the 
grounds that he’s training to be- 
come president of the institution. 

“Naturally,” says Odom, “I 
turned down that application of 
the vice president who insisted he 
was entitled to job-training allow-

ance while working up to the 
presidency of the bank. After all, 
jobs are jobs and training is train- 
ing.” 

Sometimes problems posed by 
Indian veterans are pretty tough. 
Odom goes along with -tribal cus- 
toms as far as he can, but he 
won’t»recognize plural marriages. 

“We had one case of an Indian 
who was killed jn this war, a 
young brave who had two wives,” 
Odom recalls. “According to tribal 
custom, it was all right for him 
to have married one woman and 
then have married her daughter, 
the child of a husband by a pre- 
vious marriage. When: he was 
killed it was up to us to decide 
who was the legal wife. We de- 
cided the. mether was the legal 
wife and paid her the insurance 
and gave her his pension. Every- 
body was happy because’ the 
mother and daughter were living 
together anyway.” 

Before Odom’s time, the prece- 
dent of tecognizing as legal the 
first woman an Indian marries 
was set by a counselor in the 
Veterans’ Administration. 

“The story,” laughs Odom, “il- 
lustrates just how difficult things 
become when a man has more 
than one wife. This story concerns 
an old brave, a veteran of the 


last war, who, when some problem 
arose for the VA, was discovered 
to have four wives. The VA inves- 
tigator explained to the Indian, 
‘You'll have to choose one wife. 
Tell the others to go.’ The Indian 
looked at the VA man in amaze- 
ment, and finally replied, “Ugh, 
you tell ’em!”

Born near Montrose, Mo., Odom 
remembers well the quiet, pleas- 
ant day when he was driving a 
sulky plow drawn by three mules 
on his father’s farm. He remem- 
bers, too, other pleasant years 
after the family moved to the 
Ozarks, near Seymour, Mo. 

“I wofked my way through the 
University of Denver,” Odom says, 
“and so I know: what it means to 
these veterans .who are trying 
their darndest to get an education 
on the small allowance they get 
under the G.I. bill.” 

After graduating, Odom. spent 
one year as superintendent of 
schools at Fairplay, Colo. In 
April of 1917 he went overseas as 
a second lieutenant and served 
abroad until September of 1919 
when he was discharged. Then he 
taught in Denver high schools 
while getting his degree from the 
Westminster College of Law. In 


Faulty Diet 
And One of 
j Its Results

IRRHOSIS of the liver is the 
C name applied to a disturbance 

of the liver which was former- 
ly considered to be due solely to 
the effects of heavy and habitual 
alcoholic drinking over a long pe- 
riod of time. It is now recog- 
nized that a faulty and deficient. 
diet during these long and fre- 
quent bouts of drinking may be 
as much responsibile for the con- 
dition as the effect of alcohol &- 
self. Similar liver changes have 
been produced experimentally in 
animals which Were put on vita- 
min and nitrogen (protein mat- 
terial) deficient diets for long 
periods of time, Certain of t 
vitamins and nitrogen compounds 
have been shown to help protect 
the liver from the irritation of al- 
cohol. 

Question: Should an older per- 
son eat the same diet as younger 
individuals? If not, why the dif- 
ference? 

Answer: It is generally felt that 
the nutritional requirements in 
old age vary somewhat from that 
of younger individuals.

ance. Odom radioed his unhesitat- 
ing answer: “Yes.” And in the 
midst of one battle, 18,000 Filipino 
troops signed applications for G.I. 


. insurance. 


Odom will go to any, lengths to 
dig into the history “of a case 
such as the one described at the 
beginning of this story, but he 


has no patience with people who 
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try to put something over on the 
V.A. He finds that “it doesn’t 
sit so well” when law firms try 
to offer on the job training as a 
cheap way to get help. 

“If they can actually show «a 
course of training, as in New 
York state where a year’s appren- 
ticeship in a law office is required 
before practice, then it’s all right 
with me,” he says. “It’s all right 
with me, too, if some veteran 
wants to attend dancing school 
under the G.I. bill. I call that 
cultural education.”

“In the case.of establishing the 
legality of a marriage where one 
or the other of them has been 
married before and cannot estab- 
lish proof of divorce, I accept the 
marriage as legal unless facts 
prove the contrary,” he says. “In 
a court of law the operation would 
be just the other way around. The 
marriage would not be legal un- 
lesa proof of divorce could be ea- 
tablished,” 

At the request of 
woman Edith Rogers, Odom 
drafted the original bill to pro- 
vide automobiles to veterans who 
had lost their legs in the war. 
Congress juggled.the bill around 
and when it was finally passed it 
provided automobiles “or other 
conveyances” for legless veterans. 
Odom thinks the day may come 
very soon when he will be faced 
with deciding whether “other con- 
veyances”’ may cover speedboats, 
airplanes, autogiros or motor- 
cycles, 

Because his own education was 
interrupted Mm World War I and 
he found it so difficult to support 
a wife while going to law school, 
Odom feels pretty strongly on the 
subject of allowances to veterans. 
He says there are too many 
worthwhile young men, especially 
those who are married, who can’t 
continue their education on the 
small allowance granted them. 

Sometimes called Uncle Sam's 
Solomon, Edward Odom is no cold 
legal mind behind a mahoganv 
bench, He can feel for and with 
our millions of veterans because 
he served in one World War, sent 
two sons to World War II, and 
lost one of them in the campaign 
in Italy. —

It looked as though the 
opponents had taken their last 
trick, inasmuch as a 2-1 trump 
break would have given declarer 
an automatic entry to dummy 
with the heart 10, and permitted 
the discard of his two diamonds 
on the top spades. But the lead 
of the heart ace disclosed that 
the hearts were bunched in East's 
hand and that heroic measures 
would be required to reach 
dummy. 


After due thought, South tried 
to trap East by leading the heart 
nine, hoping East would be de- 
lighted to take the jack, which 
he could not otherwise make. But 
East had met other declarers 
“hearing gifts,” and now looked 
askance at this “liberality.” Why, 
East asked himself, should South 
present him with a trick? 


East refused to be coaxed te 
destruction. Instead of taking 
the ‘heart nine, he deliberately 
played the eight underneath it. 
Now it was South’s turn to do 
some cogitating. He realized (as 
he had from the beginning) that 
there was an overwhelming 
chance that the diamond king lay 
over the queen.
